On  a  knoll  overlooking  the  sea  the  Hon.  Enoch  Redington  Mudge  built  his 
country  home,  a  gray  stone,  gothic  revival-style  cottage  with  carriage  house  and 
stable.   He  named  it  Elmwood. 

The  Mudge  Estate  comprised  approximately  one  hundred  thirty  acres  extending 
from  Humphrey  Street  to  Paradise  Road.  The  wealthy  merchant  purchased  the  land 
in  1 843  from  Mrs.  Hooper  Reed  who  had  inherited  it  from  her  father,  Robert  Hooper 
of  Marblehead.  The  purchase  price  of  $8000  included  the  John  Humphrey  House, 
at  that  time  called  the  old  farmhouse. 

Enoch  Redington  Mudge  was  born  in  Orrington,  Maine.  During  his  early  years 
he  was  a  merchant  in  Portland,  Maine,  where  he  married)  Caroline  A.  Patten.  They 
had  seven  children. 

Later,  he  went  to  New  York  where  he  was  associated  with  Col.  Charles  A. 
Stetson  in  management  of  the  Hotel  Astor.  Col.  Stetson's  Swampscott  estate 
bordered  the  Mudge  estate,  a  mere  cart  path,  now  Paradise  Road,  dividing  the  two. 

In  1840  he  opened  the  famous  St.  Charles  Hotel  in  New  Orleans  and  accumu- 
lated a  fortune.  While  there  he  paid  $1500  for  a  family  of  slaves  and  set  them 
free.  They  remained  with  him  in  Swampscott  for  nearly  eight  years,  then  moved 
to  Lynn. 

In  the  late  1850s  Mr.  Mudge  took  charge  of  some  of  the  leading  woolen  and 
cotton  mills  in  New  England,  building  up  one  of  the  largest  manufacturing  agencies 
in  the  United  States.  He  was  elected  to  the  State  Senate  of  Massachusetts  repre- 
senting the  first  district  of  Essex  county,  it  is  said,  without  effort  or  political 
pledges. 

By  those  who  knew  him  in  Swampscott  he  was  described  as  a  polite,  affable 
man  of  medium  height  and  graceful  figure,  quite  handsome  with  graying  hair  and 
side-whiskers.  Frequently,  he  rode  horseback  through  his  estate  which  he  had 
beautified  by  planting  many  trees. 

Tragedy  struck  the  Mudige  family  on  July  3,  1863.  Their  son,  Lieut.  Colonel 
Charles  Redington  at  age  23  was  killed  in  the  battle  of  Gettysburg.  In  1881  Mr. 
Mudge  built  St.  Stephen's  Memorial  Episcopal  Church,  Lynn,  in  memory  of  Charles 
and  a  daughter,  Fannie  Olive.  The  reddish  granite  used  in  building  the  church 
was  quarried  from  the  bluff  on  his  estate,  where  World  War  II  memorial  is  now 
located.  Enoch  Redington  Mudge  died  that  year,  shortly  after  the  church  was 
dedicated. 

Since  1867  town  officials  had  been  looking  for  suitable  land  on  which  to 
erect  a  monument  in  memory  of  the  Swampscott  men  who  died  in  the  Civil  War. 
In  1883  the  Mudge  heirs  solved  the  problem  by  giving  land  on  Humphrey  Street 
in  memory  of  Charles  Redington  and  the  thirteen  others  who  gave  their  lives. 

The  Soldiers'  Monument  was  dedicated  June  16,  1883  with  impressive  cere- 
monies.  Mudge  Square  became  Monument  Square. 

In  the  late  1 800s  the  town  of  Swampscott  was  expanding.  The  Mudge  estate 
was  prized  land  centrally  located.   Fortunately,  town  officials  had  the  foresight  to 


want  to  reserve  some  land  before  it  was  completely  taken  over  by  buildings.  In 
1888  the  Swampscott  Land  Trust  was  formed  with  trustees  of  the  Mudge  estate. 

The  spacious  green  lawns  of  Elmwood  were  divided.  The  beautiful  Monument 
Avenue  and  surrounding  area  was  designed  and  laid  out  by  the  famous  landscape 
architect,  Frederick  Law  Olmstead.  Streets  were  cut  through  and  named  for  Civil 
War  commanders  —  Farragut,  Sheridan,  Grant.  The  Mudge  estate  became  a 
picturesque  residential  area  due  to  Olmstead's  skill  in  landscape  design,  combining 
beauty  and  function. 

In  1889  Prof.  Elihu  Thomson  purchased  land  in  front  of  the  Mudge  stone 
cottage  and  built  his  Georgian  revival  brick  mansion.  The  Thomson  mansion  be- 
came the  town  administration  building  in  1944. 

As  a  wedding  present  Mr.  Mudge  had  ideeded  land  and  the  old  farmhouse 
to  his  daughter,  Marie  Louise,  and  her  husband,  Charles  Joy.  In  1891  Mr.  Joy 
gave  a  portion  of  the  land  bordering  Monument  Avenue  to  The  Church  of  the 
Holy  Name,  Episcopal  and  in  1892  Mrs.  Joy  built  the  church  in  memory  of  her 
husband  and  father.  The  old  farmhouse,  the  John  Humphrey  House,  now  owned 
by  the  Swampscsott  Historical  Society,  was  moved  to  Paradise  road  to  make  way 
for  Elmwood  Road. 

Attractive  homes  were  built  bordering  Monument  Avenue  parkway.  For  many 
summers  the  Erickson  family  resided!  in  the  stone  cottage.  Then  came  the  day  when 
it  was  no  longer  habitable  and  it  succumbed  to  demolition  in  1955.  The  First 
Church  in  Swampscott  Congregational,  of  New  England  Colonial  architecture,  took 
its  place  on  the  knoll  overlooking  King's  Beach. 

The  beautiful  Monument  Avenue  parkway  with  its  war  memorials  is  still 
frequently  called  The  Mudge  Estate.  Possibly  this  is  because  of  the  historic  and 
important  role  the  Mudge  family  and  their  property  played  in  the  development  of 
Swampscott.

As  usual,  this  has  been  a  very  busy  year  for  your  Board  of  Selectmen  in  that 
we  have  five  unions  that  we  are  bargaining  with  collectively.  We  were  fortunate 
to  have  resolved  the  1978  contracts  prior  to  the  Special  Town  Meeting.  We  are 
currently  in  negotiations  with  all  of  these  unions  for  their  1979-1980  contracts  and 
we  hope  that  we  might  be  able  to  resolve  these  before  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
at  the  end  of  April. 

As  pointed  out  in  our  previous  year's  report,  we  are  still  utilizing  people  under 
the  Comprehensive  Employment  Training  Act  Program  which  is  used  as  an  adjunct 
to  our  working  force  in  the  Public  Works  Department.  We  have  also  employed 
them  in  the  schools  and  in  other  various  departments  throughout  the  town.  We 
have  also  utilized  some  of  our  younger  people  during  the  school  vacations  to  work 
in  the  various  town  departments  under  the  anti-recession  program. 

Our  rapport  with  the  State  Legislature  has  been  maintained  and  we  hope 
that  in  the  future  this  same  rapport  will  be  retained  because  it  is  very  important 
that  we  are  in  constant  communication  with  the  people  on  Beacon  Hill  who  legislate 
the  programs  which  ultimately  may  cost  the  Town  of  Swampscott  on  their  tax  rate. 

As  pointed  out  in  previous  years'  reports,  we  have  kept  abreast  of  happenings 
within  the  MBTA  Advisory  Board,  the  Essex  County  Advisory  Board,  the  Massachu- 
setts Selectmen's  Association,  and  other  organizations  which  the  Board  feels  are 
beneficial  to  keep  abreast  of  for  new  programs  and  legislation, 

Our  Economy  and  Revenue  Committee,  during  the  past  year,  has  pointed  out 
to  all  of  us  within  the  town  where  savings  might  be  effected,  and  we  are  sure 
that  during  the  year  1979  that  we  are  going  to  take  a  close  look  at  these  recom- 
mendations and  implement  them  wherever  possible.  As  you  know,  we  had  a  decrease 
in  our  tax  rate  last  year,  however,  it  is  going  to  be  increasingly  difficult  to  keep 
this  tax  rate  even  stable  without  increases  in  the  coming  year.  The  Board  of  Select- 
men practiced  an  austerity  program  in  that  the  Board  made  a  decision  during  the 
year  that  there  would  be  no  pictures  taken  for  the  annual  report,  thereby  saving 
pages  in  the  town  report  and  the  cost  of  taking  the  pictures  and  printing.  This  is 
only  a  small  part  of  what  we  hope  to  save  during  the  year,  but  it  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction  and  we  feel  that  each  and  every  one  of  the  departments  are  to  be 
congratulated  for  holding  the  line  on  their  budgets. 

We  would  like  to  thank  Chief  of  Police,  William  J.  Carlin,  for  his  able  direction 
of  our  Police  Department,  our  Town  Counsel  Harvey  F.  Rowe,  Jr.,  and  our  Assistant 
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Town  Counsel,  Arthur  J.  Polleschi,  ond  the  various  other  departments  we  have 
worked  with  but  who  do  not  come  under  the  control  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  always  found  that  we  receive  complete  cooperation 
from  each  and  every  department.  At  this  time  we  would  like  to  thank  all  of  them 
for  this  cooperation. 

We  would  like  to  thank  our  Bargaining  Agent,  Thomas  H.  Driscoll,  and,  of 

course,  our  Secretary,  Joseph  Sinatra,  and  most  of  all  our  full  time  Secretary, 

Katherine  Donlon,  who  does  an  admirable  job  in  keeping  the  "wheels  turning"  in 
the  Board  of  Selectmen's  Office  on  a  year  round  basis.

MAJOR  PUBLIC  WORKS  PROJECTS 

SANITARY  SEWER  EXTENSIONS  CONSTRUCTED 
BY  PUBLIC  WORKS 

Two  lift  stations  were  installed  at  Galloupe's  Point  and  Fosters  Dam. 
Construction  of  sewer  mains  started  at  both  locations. 

DRAIN  EXTENSIONS  CONSTRUCTED  BY  PUBLIC  WORKS  EMPLOYEES: 

Hillcrest  Circle  drain  was  completed  this  year. 
Phillips  Park  (new  soccer  field  to  Muriel  Road). 

WATER  PROJECTS  PERFORMED  BY  PUBLIC  WORKS  EMPLOYEES: 

Approximately  23  relays  and  1  1  new  services  were  done  this  year  and  fire 
hydrants  were  installed  and/or  repaired.  Also,  the  water  mains,  services  and  hydrants 
which  were  installed  at  Sutton  Place  and  Hawthorne  Crossing  were  inspected  by 
the  Water  Division. 

The  instruments  which  control  the  water  pressure  at  the  Standpipe  were  van- 
dalized this  year  which  caused  numerous  water  breaks  at  various  locations  in  Town 
ond  also  additional  expense.  A  sprinkler  system  was  installed  at  the  island  near 
Humphrey  Street  and  Eastern  Avenue  at  the  Lynn  line.

PARKS 

The  Public  Works  Department  is  responsible  for  maintenance  of  all  parks, 
malls,  tennis  courts,  basketball  courts,  playgrounds  and  beaches  in  Town.  Con- 
tinuous maintenance  was  performed  on  all  of  the  above  mentioned  areas  by  the 
Public  Works  Department  during  the  spring,  summer  and  fall  months. 

Construction  of  the  new  soccer  field  at  Phillips  Park  is  90%  completed.  The 
field  will  be  ready  for  use  in  the  fall  of  1979.  This  project  qualified  for  funding 
and  labor  by  C.E.T.A.  which  reduced  the  Town's  cost  of  the  project. 

A  program  of  removing  dutch  elm  diseased  trees  and  other  trees  which  were 
determined  to  be  dead  or  unsafe  to  the  Public,  was  done  during  the  year.  The  wood 
was  made  available  to  all  Town  residents  who  notified  the  Public  Works  office. 

A  program  of  spraying  for  Oak  Leaf  Skeletonizer  was  carried  on.  Leaf  mulch 
collected  from  trees  throughout  the  Town  was  used  as  loam  in  many  areas,  after 
it  had  been  mulched  with  a  machine  borrowed  from  the  Town  of  Winchester  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  on  a  mutual  swap  for  the  Town's  gradier.  Approximately  75 
of  a  large  caliper  shade  tree  were  planted  to  replace  the  trees  removed  and  also 
to  beautify  other  Town  streets. 

CEMETERY 

1  1  1  burials  took  place  at  the  cemetery  this  year.  Also,  a  new  toilet  facility 
was  added  in  the  garage  area. 

ENGINEERING 

Duties  performed  by  the  Engineering  Division 
Design  and  inspection  of  all  sanitary  sewers,  storm  drains  and  water  main 
extensions;  cemetery  expansion;  layout  and  surface  grading  of  streets  and  side- 
walks; general  land  surveys  of  Town  properties;  drafting  of  plans;  preparation  of 
estimates  both  cost  and  quantity  for  general  Public  Works  projects;  drawing  of 
construction  contracts  and  specifications;  furnishing  information  from  Town  records 
for  subdivisions;  keeping  Assessors  plates  up-to-date. 

TREATMENT  PLANT 

The  Water  Pollution  Control  Plant  as  well  as  5  Lift  Stations  are  operated 
and  maintained  by  the  Public  Works  Department. 

The  Swampscott  Treatment  Facility  is  designed  on  the  basis  of  an  average 
flow  rate  of  1.5  M.G.D.  and  has  a  capability  to  serve  the  Town  of  Swampscott. 

The  plant  is  a  Primary  Treatment  Plant  and  this  type  of  plant  provides  facili- 
ties for  removal,  treatment  and  disposal  of  settleable  and1  floating  solids,  and  for 
the  reduction  of  suspended  solids  and  dissolved  organic  material.  Raw  sludge  and 
scum  are  dewatered  by  centrifuging,  burned  to  an  inert  ash  in  an  incinerator.  The 
plant  effluent  is  disinfected  by  chlorinotion  to  reduce  the  possible  spread  of  water- 
borne  diseases  prior  to  discharge  to  Nahant  Bay. 
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A  three  week  pilot  program  with  the  RESCO  Incinerator  in  Saugus  was  con- 
ducted this  year  whereby  that  facility  burned  sludge  transported  from  the  Swamp- 
scott  Sewage  Treatment  Plant.    It  was  found  that  the  sludge  is  highly  combustible. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  is  currently  investigating  the  feasibility  of  trans- 
porting the  conditioned  sludge  to  other  areas  for  disposal  so  that  the  Town's  own 
incinerator  could  be  shut  down  at  a  saving  of  approximately  $25,000  per  year  to 
the  Town. 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  received  notice  from  the  EPA  insisting  that  Swamp- 
scott  convert  its  Primary  Treatment  Plant  to  a  Secondary  Treatment  Plant.  This 
action  by  the  EPA  could  cost  the  Town  as  much  as  Two  Million  Dollars  for  con- 
struction plus  an  additional  $150,000  per  year  for  operation  and  maintenance. 

After  joint  meeting  with  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  Town  Counsel,  Town  Officials  felt  confident  that  Swampscott  because  of  its 
small  population,  lack  of  industrial  wastes,  situation  on  the  sea  coast  and  related 
environmental  conditions  should  not  be  required  to  go  to  Secondary  Treatment. 
Therefore,  the  Town  engaged  the  services  of  an  Engineering  Consultant  to  file 
an  application  of  waiver  with  the  E.P.A.  requesting  that  Swampscott  not  be  required 
to  build  a  Secondary  Treatment  Plant. 

Construction  of  a  building  to  enclose  the  entire  Stand-by  Generator  was  sched- 
uled this  year.  However,  after  further  discussion  with  a  representative  of  the 
manufacturer  of  the  generator,  it  was  suggested  that  only  the  panel  box  which 
controls  the  operation  of  the  generator  be  relocated  into  the  main  building.  This 
work  will  be  done  during  the  year  1979. 

RECORD  BLIZZARDS 

This  area  experienced  two  record  snow  storms  this  season  —  a  50  year  storm 
and  a  1 00  year  storm. 

The  massive  100  year  storm  blew  into  the  area  Monday  night,  February  6, 
1978,  and  all  day  Tuesday  bringing  nearly  30  inches  of  snow  with  some  drifts 
over  six  feet  and  14  foot  tides  that  smashed  down  seawalls  and  flooding  in  various 
sections  of  Town  that  led  to  the  evacuation  of  about  60  persons. 

Snow  plowing  operations  began  almost  immediately  and  were  continued 
around  the  clock  until  roads  were  opened  on  Thursday,  February  9,  1978,  and 
Swampscott  was  one  of  the  few  communities  which  were  able  to  open  schools  on 
the  following  Monday. 

The  storm  cost  was  set  at  approximately  $25,000.  There  were  few  break- 
downs in  the  Public  Works  equipment  with  the  exception  of  the  snowblower.  This 
piece  of  equipment  is  the  main  stay  of  the  snow  removal  equipment  and  played 
a  great  role  in  opening  roads  for  emergency  vehicles  during  the  height  of  the 
storm.  However,  due  to  age  of  the  machine  and  the  availability  of  replacement 
parts,  it  appears  that  the  machine  will  be  available  on  a  limited  capacity  this  next 
season. 

Financial  relief  for  damage  done  to  Town  property  during  the  blizzard  was 
obtained  from  State  and  Federal  agencies.  Listed  below  is  a  progress  report  of 
the  various  government  funded  projects. 

Preston  Beach:  Replace  rip  rap  and  repair  wall.  Project  is  100%  complete.  (100% 
Federal  Funds  —  no  Town  funds). 

Ocean  Avenue:  Removal  of  old  drain  structure  is  100%  complete.  Other  work 
such  as  repairs  to  walls,  roadway  and  fence  is  pending  approval  of  Grant-in- 
Lieu  from  Federal  Government  (100%  Federal  funds  —  no  town  funds). 
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Whales  Beach:  Pavement  walk,  concrete  patch,  wall  Beebe-Center,  fill  behind  wall, 
100°6  complete.  Walks,  curbs,  looming,  seeding  and  planting  to  be  done  in  the 
spring  of  '79  (100°o  Federal  funds  —  no  Town  funds). 

Blaney  Beach:  Will  be  put  out  to  bid  in  spring  of  '79  (100%  Federal  funds  —  no 
Town  funds). 

Fisherman's  Beach:  Contract  has  been  awarded  for  repair  to  wall,  replace  railing, 
replace  benches,  repairs  to  pier,  and  loam  and  seed  (100%  Federal  funds  — 
no  Town  funds). 

King's  Beach:  Construction  delayed.  Have  requested  Disaster  Office  to  approve 
extra  funds  in  order  to  do  work  as  bid. 

Marian  Court:  Large  section  of  wall,  back  fill  behind  wall.  Project  90%  complete, 
will  be  completed  this  spring  (100%  Federal  funds  —  no  Town  funds). 

Funding:  Total  amount  approved  $220,817.50. 

MISCELLANEOUS

A  new  fence  was  installed  on  the  northerly  side  of  the  Fish  House.  Half  of 
the  cost  was  paid  by  the  Fishermen  and  half  by  the  Town. 

PUBLIC  WORKS  BUDGET 

The  Board  of  Public  Works  will  continue  to  work  on  a  "productivity  Factor" 
to  keep  the  Public  Works  budget  at  a  minimum. 

C.E.T.A.  PROJECTS  —  The  following  have  been  completed  and/or  started 
under  the  Comprehensive  Employment  Training  Act  which  is  Federally  funded. 

Reclamation  of  Abbott  Park 

Corrections  of  the  Inflow/ Infiltration  problems  to  the  Town's  sewer  system 
(Burrill  Street,  Norfolk  Avenue,  Stetson  Avenue).  This  will  eliminate  approximately 
20%  of  the  storm  water  which  goes  through  the  Treatment  Plant.

CURRICULUM  AND  PROGRAMS 

A  curriculum  must  constantly  be  re-evaluated  from  year  to  year  to  keep  up 
to  date  with  our  educational  needs  and  trends.  This  year's  curriculum  is  geared  to 
the  back-to-basics  movement  as  initiated  in  the  previous  year. 

Some  of  the  more  significant  changes  and  developments  are  listed  below  by 
department: 

I.  There  is  an  increased  number  of  students  participating  in  music  programs 
at  every  level.  The  high  school  band  and  stage  band  represented  the 
community  for  social  engagements  during  the  past  year  including  the  rally 
for  President  Carter  in  Lynn. 

The  first  group  of  elementary  string  pupils  has  now  reached  the  high  school. 
Four  string  players  qualified  for  all  state  district  orchestra  and  chorus. 
The  junior  high  chorus  has  expanded  into  five  sections  with  a  total  of 
150  students  participating,  and  elementary  pupils  now  perform  in  o  special 
string  orchestra  on  Monday  evenings. 
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2.  All  high  school  science  courses  were  updated  and  revised;  new  equipment 
was  purchased  as  part  of  the  new  high  school  building  program;  and  basic 
first  aid  and  C.P.R.  courses  were  made  available. 

The  eighth  grade  earth  science  course  was  also  completely  revised. 
Machon  and  Stanley  Schools  continued  the  tradition  of  attending  a  week- 
long  science  camp;  while  the  Clarke  and  Hadley  continued  their  outdoor 
ed  program.  Day  trips  to  marine,  aquatic,  and  terrestrial  environments 
were  made.  The  elementary  science  programs  have  also  been  revised  and 
updated. 

3.  New  instructional  English  textbooks  and  materials  have  been  provided  for 
high  school  classrooms  for  improvement  in  grammar  usage  and  composition. 
Senior  courses  have  returned  to  "traditional  program"  which  emphasizes 
literature. 

An  increase  in  local  S.A.T.  scores  has  been  achieved  after  several  years  of 
decline,  particularly  at  the  state  and  national  levels. 

A  program  to  strengthen  handwriting  was  implemented  in  September,  and 
a  task  force  was  organized  to  study  the  spelling  program  and  make  sug- 
gestions for  the  improvement  of  spelling  skills. 

4.  The  physical  education  program  at  the  high  school  now  includes  such  new 
activities  as  athletic  training,  la  crosse,  and  G.P.R.  with  positive  results. 
The  entire  Athletic  department  staff  spoke  at  the  state  physical  education 
convention  on  the  development  of  these  new  activities  in  March. 

The  eighth  grade  football  team  was  undefeated  while  the  girls'  winter  track, 
girls'  spring  track,  and  golf  team  were  all  Northeast  Conference  Cham- 
pionships. 

5.  At  the  elementary  level,  a  new  "back-to-basics"  Social  Studies  text  is 
being  phased-in  starting  with  5th  and  6th  grade  classes  and  by  1979- 
1980  all  elementary  grades  will  be  completed.  The  response  from  teachers 
has  been  very  positive  and  encouraging.  A  course  in  Basic  American 
Government  for  9th  graders  is  offered  as  a  preliminary  to  a  4-year  pro- 
gram with  emphasis  being  placed  upon  writing  and  other  basic  com- 
munication skills. 

6.  In  the  Mathematic  Department  all  students  in  all  classes  at  the  high 
school  have  at  least  one  computer  assignment.  A  long-range  plan  has 
been  initiated  to  institute  a  math  lab  in  an  open  room,  placing  Wang 
calculators  and  other  equipment  to  develop  an  efficient  work  area  for 
students. 

The  junior  high  math  team  placed  second  in  the  North  Shore  division  of 
the  Intermediate  Math  League.  38  teams  were  in  competition.  At  the 
elementary  level  a  daily  increase  on  the  time  spent  on  math  was  imple- 
mented and  all  sixth  grade  students  visited  the  high  school  on  a  computer 
field  trip  in  the  spring. 

7.  Grade  8  Spanish  was  incorporated  into  the  junior  high  language  program 
in  September,  1978.  Now  students  in  French  and  Spanish  classes  may 
complete  a  full  five-year  sequence  of  study.  A  foreign  student  exchange 
program  was  sponsored  by  the  Foreign  Language  Department. 
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8.  A  new  two  year  Industrial  Arts  junior  high  curriculum  has  been  imple- 
mented. It  has  been  a  year  of  transition,  building  and  consolidation  during 
the  first  year  in  a  new  facility.  In  general  the  labs  at  the  high  school 
are  functioning  extremely  well  after  a  late  start. 

9.  During  the  past  year,  with  the  elimination  of  the  student  option  to  leave 
the  high  school  during  the  day  without  any  specified  purpose,  the  special 
programs  office  has  expanded  its  efforts  to  present  additional  programs 
and  services  to  the  students  of  Swampscott  High  School  in  an  attempt 
to  support  and  supplement  both  curricular  and  extracurricular  offerings. 


PUPIL  PERSONNEL  DEPARTMENT 

Highlights 

1.  In  1978  the  Swampscott  School  System  began  its  second  year  of  implementation 
of  the  new  federal  special  education,  94-142.  Federal  funds  must  be  used  to  sup- 
plement present  special  education  programs  rather  than  offsetting  local  special 
education  costs.  These  funds  were  used  to  hire  Nancy  Forrest,  M.S.W.,  as  a  social 
worker  for  high  school  and  junior  high  students  with  special  needs.  Ms.  Forrest 
works  three  days  in  the  high  school  and  two  days  in  the  junior  high  and  provides 
clinical  services  to  individuals  and  small  groups  of  students,  family  consultation, 
crisis  intervention,  and  outreach  services  for  potential  or  actual  dropouts. 

2.  The  Swampscott  summer  special  needs  program  was  reorganized  to  include 
adolescents  with  social /emotional  disorders  in  addition  to  adolescents  with 
developmental  disabilities.  This  six  week  program  is  conducted  in  conjunction 
with  the  Marblehead  Recreation  Department,  with  younger  children  with  special 
needs  attending  the  Marblehead  component  and  the  adolescents  attending  the 
Swampscott  component.  In  addition  to  this  joint  program,  Swampscott  special 
needs  (resource  room)  students  were  also  given  an  opportunity  to  participate 
in  our  Title  I  CURA  six  week  summer  program. 

3.  North  Shore  Special  Education  Consortium  services  were  expanded  to  include 
preschool  programs  for  children  with  severe  language  disorders  and  severe  be- 
havioral disorders.  Recreation  Therapy  was  also  provided  by  the  North  Shore 
Special  Education  Consortium  via  federal  funding  for  children  in  the  Develop- 
mental Disabilities  class  at  Stanley  School.  This  program  is  conducted  by  a 
certified  recreation  therapist  three  afternoons  per  week  and  focuses  on  basic 
play  skills,  gross  and  perceptual  motor  skills,  team  sports,  leisure  skills  counsel- 
ing, etc. 

4.  In  order  to  increase  high  school  student  awareness  of  vocational  aptitudes  and 
interests,  a  test  called  "Planning  Career  Goals"  was  administered  to  all  9th 
grade  students.  Computer  printouts  provide  scores  in  Reasoning,  English,  Vocabu- 
lary, Visualization,  Computation,  etc.,  and  these  scores  are  correlated  with 
student  interests  and  knowledge  of  career  fields.  Results  are  presented  to  stu- 
dents in  groups  by  the  Career  Development  Counselor  with  1 : 1  meetings  sched- 
uled as  needed. 

5.  In  collaboration  with  Marblehead  High  School,  the  Swampscott  College  Place- 
ment Counselor  organized  a  very  successful  "College  Fair"  which  was  attended 
by  over  2500  students  and  parents  from  both  communities.  One  hundred  and 
seventy  colleges  participated  in  the  program. 
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6.  Our  two  elementary  counselors  are  conducting  nine  week  parent  education  pro- 
grams for  small  groups  of  parents  on  a  volunteer  basis.  Focus  is  on  understand- 
ing children's  behavior,  encouragement,  communication,  developing  responsi- 
bility and  self-confidence,  decision-making,  etc. 

7.  A  scoliosis  screening  program  was  initiated  for  all  students  in  grades  5  through 
11.  The  State  Department  of  Public  Health  provided  in-service  training  to  our 
school  nurses  and  physical  education  staff.  Physical  education  teachers  conduct 
initial  screening  and  school  nurses  provide  further  examination  when  indicated. 
Approximately  25  parents  were  subsequently  notified  that  medical  examinations 
were  recommended. 

CONCLUSION 

I  wish  to  commend  and  to  thank  the  School  Committee  for  their  support  in 
making  quality  education  available  to  all  students.  Their  concern  and  dedication, 
as  well  as  their  experience  and  knowledge  of  the  community,  eventually  lead  to 
wiser  decisions,  which  is  always  an  inspiration  to  me.  A  special  thanks  to  my 
fellow  Town  Department  Heads  who  have  cooperated  with  and  assisted  me  through- 
out the  year  —  including  the  Fire  and  Police  Chiefs,  D.P.W.  Superintendent,  Health 
Officer,  Town  Accountant,  anid  Town  Treasurer.

The  Charter  Commission  was  elected  on  April  24,  1978.  As  of  the  date  of 
this  report,  December  22,  1978,  fifteen  public  meetings  have  been  conducted  as 
scheduled,  as  were  two  public  hearings,  one  as  required  by  law,  on  June  5,  1978, 
and  the  other,  voluntary,  on  November  27,  1978.  After  having  considered  informa- 
tion and  printed  materials  supplied  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Community 
Affairs,  the  Massachusetts  League  of  Cities  and  Towns,  the  Town's  Economy  and 
Revenue  Study  Committee,  previous  Charter  Commission  .data,  spokespersons  for  the 
Swampscott  Taxpayers'  Association,  Swampscott  League  of  Women  Voters  and  the 
Economy  and  Revenue  Study  Committee;  citizen  input  at  the  public  hearings,  cor- 
respondence from  the  Board  of  Election  Commissioners  and  the  Board  of  Library 
Trustees,  and  making  use  of  the  considerable  experience  and  expertise  of  its  indi- 
vidual members,  the  Commission  formulated  and  made  timely  submission  of  its 
Preliminary  Report,  as  required  by  law,  to  the  Attorney  General  and  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Community  Affairs  on  December  18,  1978,  and  made  timely  publication 
of  same  by  newspaper  on  December  21,  1978. 

In  summary,  the  Preliminary  Report  recommends  as  Charter  changes  the 
reduction  in  Town  Meeting  membership  from  324  to  144  and  an  increase  in  Board 
of  Selectmen  membership  from  3  to  5  and  as  Charter  additions  provisions  for  a 
Town  Administrator,  for  recall  of  elected  officials  and  for  the  inclusion  of  a  sever- 
ability clause. 

Yet  to  be  accomplished,  and  governed  by  a  time  table  established  by  law, 
are  the  holding  of  at  least  one  more  public  hearing  and  the  composition  and  sub- 
mission of  a  Final  Report  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Attorney  General  and  Depart- 
ment of  Community  Affairs,  including  any  minority  report  which  may  be  forth- 
coming. 

In  effecting  our  statutory  defined  -duties,  economy  has  been  our  watchword. 
We  have  incurred  no  expense  for  printed  letterhead  stationery  or  envelopes,  to 
date,  no  outside  paid  stenographic  services  have  been  required.  All  required  legal 
advertising  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  awarded  to  the  newspaper  qualifying 
for  publication  and  charging  the  least  for  such  services.

As  a  fitting  climax  to  an  extremely  important  and  busy  year  for  the  library, 
the  Friends,  Staff  and  volunteers  invited  the  townspeople  to  an  Open  House  party 
held  at  the  library  on  Sunday,  December  3rd.  This  event  was  to  celebrate  the 
library's  new  image  and  expanded  facilities,  and  drew  a  large  crowd  to  view  the 
improvements,  meet  the  staff  and  volunteers,  and  partake  of  the  home-made  refresh- 
orients. 

Among  the  more  important  achievements  for  the  Board  this  year  was  to  obtain 
the  use  of  the  Dog  License  fees  for  the  library  and  the  decision  to  re-allocate  the 
existing  space  in  the  library  in  order  to  expand  the  facilities.  At  the  end  of  October, 
in  a  three  day  period,  the  Children's  Room  was  moved  upstairs  to  its  former  loca- 
tion; all  the  reference  and  research  materials  from  the  Adult  Room  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  site  of  the  former  Children's  Room,  now  known  as  the  Reference  Room; 
the  Audio-Visual  material  and  equipment  were  relocated  from  the  Baldwin  Room 
into  the  main  Adult  Reading  Room;  and  the  Baldwin  Room  was  re-established  as  a 
local  history  and  genealogy  room,  complete  with  its  former  glass  doors  and  privacy. 
All  of  this  was  accomplished  by  using  the  Dog  License  Fees'  money,  library  trust 
funds,  Friends'  money  and  support,  and  dedicated  volunteer  and  staff  labor. 

In  February  the  Trustees  received  the  bequest  from  Mrs.  Constance  Lewis  Holt, 
which  included  a  collection  of  model  soldiers  and  a  trust  fund  of  $10,000  for  the 
purchase  of  books  in  memory  of  her  parents,  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Weston  K.  Lewis.  A 
memorial  fund  was  also  established  for  the  library  through  members  of  the  Harvard 
Lampoon  to  purchase  books  on  boating  in  memory  of  Mr.  Richard  B.  Johnson, 
former  Town  Moderator. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  remained  unchanged  with  the  re-election  of  Margaret 
DiGiulio  for  a  second  term.  The  Board  of  Library  Trustees  unanimously  recom- 
mended to  the  Town  Charter  Commission  that  the  number  of  board  members  be 
increased  from  three  to  five.   However,  this  request  was  denied  by  the  Commission. 

Additional  improvements  for  the  library  in  1978  were  a  separate  book  return 
box  located  outside  the  main  entrance  doors  (book  box  is  always  open  for  return 
of  library  materials  when  the  building  is  closed)  and  the  painting  of  the  lower 
level  of  the  outside  of  the  building,  as  well  as  some  interior  work,  through  funds 
from  the  Anti-Recession  Act. 

The  Children's  Librarian,  Priscilla  Papertsian,  resigned  her  position  and  Amy 
Gavalis  became  the  new  Children's  Librarian.  In  the  Spring  of  1978  the  Children's 
Room  continued  its  Preschool  Story/Craft  programs  on  Wednesday  mornings  and 
initiated  a  Toddler  program  for  1  to  2 V2  years  olds  and  their  parents  on  Monday 
mornings. 

The  Children's  Room  sponsored  a  6-week  "Summer  Book  Encounter"  for  all 
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children  from  the  1st  through  the  6th  grades.  During  the  Summer  there  was  also 
a  T-shirt  decoration  day,  a  recycled-craft  day,  and  a  presentation  of  "Aesop's  Fables 
Revisited"  by  the  Cape  Ann  Repertory  Theatre.  The  Fall  and  Winter  saw  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  Preschool  and  Toddler  programs  in  the  new,  relocated  Children's 
Room,  as  well  as  special  Halloween  movies  and  a  Christmas/Chanukah  Craft  pro- 
gram. 

As  part  of  the  move,  Jr.  High  students  were  given  adult  borrowing  privileges, 
and  a  Young  Adult  area  was  established  as  part  of  the  Adult  Reading  Room.  The 
Audio-Visual  collection  is  now  housed  in  new  record  browser  bins  (purchased  with 
trust  fund  money — Thompson  and  Hilliard  Funds).  Our  circulating  art  collection 
was  revitalized  with  new  framed  art  reproductions  and  photographic  prints,  which 
are  on  display  in  the  Reference  Room. 

One  of  our  lesser-known  services  is  the  opportunity  for  any  local  organization 
to  borrow  free-loan  films  through  our  library.  Several  groups  availed  themselves 
of  this  privilege  during  the  past  year.  Again,  a  sincere  thank-you  is  extended  to 
Sam  Levy,  who  serves  as  our  projectionist  at  the  Wednesday  afternoon  film  pro- 
grams. The  highlight  of  that  program  this  year  was  the  showing  of  the  entire 
series  of  Roots. 

As  a  member  of  the  Eastern  Massachusetts  Regional  Library  System,  our  library 
has  access  to  interlibrary  loan  services  from  the  Boston  Public  Library  and  other 
area  libraries,  as  well  as  monthly  visits  from  the  Bookmobile.  Both  of  these  services 
supplement  our  own  collection  of  books,  records  and  other  library  materials,  and 
are  widely  used  by  our  patrons. 

The  library  auditorium  is  available  for  use  by  local  groups  and  has  been  used 
very  frequently  during  the  post  year.  Reservations  for  auditorium  use  are  subject 
to  approval  by  the  Director  or  the  Trustees,  and  can  be  made  by  contacting  the 
library.  The  library  reference  collection  was  greatly  improved  this  year  through 
the  receipt  of  two  federal  L.S.C.A.  Title  I  grants  awarded  by  the  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Library  Commissioners.  One  grant  was  specifically  for  law  reference  ma- 
terials, and  included  such  valuable  additions  as  the  Annotated  Lows  of  Massachusetts 
and  Black's  Law.  The  second  grant  was  aimed  at  improving  our  interlibrary  loan 
services.  Materials  added  to  the  collection  from  this  grant  were  general  reference 
and  specific  literature  reference  sources,  as  well  as  a  microfiche  reader. 

John  Butterworth  was  elected  President  of  the  Friends  group,  succeeding 
Barbara  Wermuth.  The  Friends  continue  to  assist  the  library  with  proceeds  from 
their  annual  book  sale.  Purchases  this  year  included  the  new  photographic  art 
works  and  several  art  reproductions,  a  record  player  for  use  in  the  Adult  Room, 
another  paperback  display  rack  for  the  Adult  Room  and  plants  for  the  library.  The 
Friends  also  sponsored  VITA  classes,  a  learning  Disabilities  program,  various  Chil- 
dren's Room  programs,  and  the  gala  Open  House  on  December  3rd.  This  year  the 
Friends  also  undertook  the  publication  and  distribution  of  The  Eater's  Digest,  a 
cookbook  containing  recipes  contributed  by  staff  members,  volunteers  and  patrons. 

Our  successful  volunteer  program  continues  with  an  exceptional  group  of 
people  assisting  in  various  capacities.  Volunteers  during  1978  include  Sally  Appel, 
Evelyn  Clayman,  Betty  Feffer,  Geri  Feldman,  Jeanette  Freedman,  Janice  Frisch,  Char- 
lotte Gassman,  Marilyn  Gerber,  Robert  Gold,  Shirley  Gould,  Irma  Lager,  Sam  Levy, 
Joan  Popeo,  Harriet  Stiles  and  Adele  Taymore.    High  school  volunteers  were:  Mindy 
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Baden,  Claire  Bloom,  Carolyn  Conigliaro,  Maureen  Connolly,  Ellen  Culliton,  Claudia 
Gillette,  Sally  McCarthy,  Karen  Mariano,  David  Miller  and  Michelle  Oxlander. 

In  addition  to  the  many  individual  book  gifts  this  year,  the  library  also 
received  part  of  the  personal  libraries  of  the  late  Richard  B.  Johnson,  James  W. 
Santry,  Jr.,  and  Dr.  Morris  Reingold,  as  well  as  a  generous  gift  from  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Arnold  Vinick. 

Books  were  also  purchased  from  contributions  by  the  Upper  Swampscott  Im- 
provement Association  and  memorial  books  from  Albert  W.  Lalime,  Jean  McCarty, 
Antonio  Parletta,  Joanna  Morse,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Weston  K.  Lewis  (Holt  Fund). 
Our  appreciation  is  extended  to  the  Cottage  Gardeners  for  their  annual  Christmas 
decorations,  Temple  Israel  Sisterhood  for  the  Chanukah  display,  and  to  Mrs.  Aborn 
Breed  who  cares  for  our  lobby  plant  display.  The  library  also  received  gifts  of 
plants  from  Mrs.  Eva  Peretzman,  the  Garden  Club  of  Swampscott,  Irma  and  Arthur 
Lager,  and  Betty  Ann  and  Kermit  Downs. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  acknowledge  our  appreciation  and  thanks  to  Ms.  Sally 
Duplaix,  the  Library  Director;  all  the  regular  full  and  part-time  staff  members  and 
volunteers;  and  the  people  of  Swampscott  for  their  enthusiastic  support  and  increased 
patronage  of  their  library.

The  Board  of  Health  has  received  1  1 5  death  certificates  of  Swampscott  resi- 
dents, resulting  in  a  crude  death  rate  of  7.98  per  thousand.  The  average  age  at 
death  was  76  years.   The  last  five  year  average  was  72.4  years. 

Heart  and  Circulatory  diseases  were  the  leading  causes  of  death  with  67; 
followed  by  Cancer  27,  Respiratory  diseases  11,  Genito  Urinary  3,  Gastro  Intestinal 
2,  Neurological  2,  Hepatic  1,  Accidental  1  and  Suicide  1.  These  follow  the  national 
figures. 

There  were  73  births  of  which  5  were  premature  births.  The  rates  for  the 
last  10  years  were  as  follows:  1969,  156;  1970,  140;  1971,  119;  1972,  114; 
1973,  92;  1974,  89;  1975,  86;  1976,  96;  1977,  97  and  this  year  73.  The  decrease 
in  births  in  Swampscott  is  pronounced.

This  year  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  and  the  State  Department 
of  Education  decided  to  strictly  enforce  the  State  immunization  laws.  As  a  result 
of  this  State  edict,  health  records  were  srveyed  and  the  parents  and/or  guardians 
of  those  children  lacking  any  of  the  required  vaccines  were  notified  that  the  child 
either  had  to  be  immunized  or  would  not  be  allowed  into  the  school  system. 


A  Pneumonia  vaccine  immunization  program  was  conducted  in  April  for  Senior 
Citizens  and  persons  who  are  at  medical  high  risk,  i.e.,  chronic  problems  with 
heart,  lungs,  etc.  This  was  very  poorly  attended.  Only  thirty  people  were  immunized. 
However,  it  was  decided  by  the  Board  of  Health  to  conduct  another  clinic  in  the 
fall.  This  clinic  was  a  joint  Pneumonia  and  Flu  clinic.  It  was  very  well  attended. 
There  were  143  people  immunized  against  Pneumonia  and  530  persons  immunized 
against  Influenza. 
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The  Flu  vaccine  was  paid  for  by  the  Federal  and  State  governments  and  the 
Pneumonia  vaccine  was  paid  for  by  the  recipients  as  there  was  no  appropriation  to 
cover  an  expenditure  of  this  nature.  The  two  Board  of  Health  physicians,  Chairman, 
Howard  E.  Rotner  and  Theodore  A.  Dushan  donated  their  time  to  the  clinics  as 
well  as  volunteer  nurses  and  clerical  volunteers,  namely;  Mrs.  Margaret  Casey, 
R.N.,  Mrs.  Janice  Dunphy,  L.P.N. ,  Mrs.  Ruth  Epstein,  R.N.,  Mrs.  Marion  Garfinkle, 
R.N.,  Mrs.  Barbara  DiPietro,  R.N.,  Mrs.  Sherry  Chamberlin,  Mrs.  Carol  Dedrick, 
Mrs.  Borbara  Eldridge,  Mrs.  Theresa  Grasso  and  Mrs.  Betty  Holmes.  The  Board 
-of  Health  staff  was  the  Heath  Officer,  Kent  F.  Murphy,  Clinic  Director,  and  Ann 
L.  Greenbaum,  R.N.,  the  Public  Health  Coordinating  Nurse. 

As  a  result  of  a  First  Aid  and  C.P.R.  course  promoted  by  the  Board  of  Health 
ond  taught  by  the  American  Red  Cross,  the  Friends  of  Swampscott  C.P.R.  com- 
mittee was  established.  The  Board  assigned  the  Health  Officer  and  the  Public 
Health  Nurse  to  this  project.  Working  with  private  citizens  over  $1000.00  was 
raised  through  private  donations  to  purchase  equipment  to  teach  C.P.R.  courses. 
It  is  the  aim  of  the  committee  to  educate  20%  of  Swampscott's  population  to  reduce 
death  due  to  either  Cafe  Coronary  and/or  sudden  stoppage  of  the  heart.  One 
hundred  eighty-six  persons  were  enrolled  in  C.P.R.  programs  through  this  effort. 

The  dental  inspection  program  was  conducted  twice  last  year  in  grades  kinder- 
garten to  VI  inclusive  in  the  public  schools  and  Hillel  Academy  by  Clement  Schoen- 
beck,  D.M.D.,  Paul  J.  McNeil,  D.D.S.  and  Charles  N.  Lynch,  D.M.D.  A  total  of 
1,024  inspections  were  made  with  134  defects. 

The  Well  Child  Clinic  continued  under  our  sponsorship  with  Dr.  Albert  A. 
Brown,  attending  pediatrician,  Mrs.  Nelson  Darling  and  Mrs.  Robert  Mclnerney, 
volunteers.  The  First  Church  in  Swampscott  Congregational  graciously  provided 
space  and  our  staff  nurse,  Mrs.  Ann  L.  Greenbaum,  was  also  in  attendance. 

Massachusetts  State  law  requires  that  all  school  personnel  be  tuberculin  tested 
every  three  years.  A  total  of  140  teachers  and  other  personnel  were  tested  and 
certified.  A  total  of  169  school  enterers  and  Grade  IX  students  were  tine  tested. 
All  were  found  to  be  negative. 

The  sewage  program,  which  was  designed  to  install  needed  sewerage  systems 
to  those  areas  experiencing  health  nuisances,  progressed  slowly  the  last  few  years. 
In  Galloupes  Point,  two  needed  easements  could  not  be  obtained,  which  put  the 
project  back  a  year  until  a  new  route  could  be  designed  and  new  easements  ob- 
tained. This  project  is  now  under  construction  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Foster  Dam  easements  were  equally  difficult  but  for  another  reason.  This 
land  is  registered  land,  therefore,  a  more  difficult  legal  problem.  This  project  is 
now  under  construction  by  the  D.P.W. 

The  Solid  Waste  problems  are  still  very  much  with  us.  The  Board  of  Health 
recently  received  and  accepted  new  bids  for  collection  and  disposal  of  rubbish  at 
a  savings  of  at  least  $20,000.00  per  year.  We,  along  with  the  Regional  Solid 
Waste  Committee,  are  currently  negotiating  with  North  East  Solid  Waste  Commit- 
tee, Southern  Essex  Solid  Waste  Council  and  Titan  Environmental  Services;  three 
proposed  regional  refuse  disposal  projects,  and  have  at  this  time  enjoined  the  benefit 
of  a  Federal  Environmental  Protection  Study  Grant  and  Gordon  Associates,  a  private 
consulting  firm  from  Washington,  D.C.,  to  help  us  select  the  best  long  term  solu- 
tion for  our  Solid  Waste  problems. 
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The  Board  of  Selectmen,  with  the  aid  of  the  D.P.W.  and  this  office,  has  filed 
for  an  exemption  to  the  Environmental  Protection  Agency  mandate  to  build  a 
secondary  treatment  plant.  Tests  have  been  conducted  by  this  office  in  consultation 
with  Camp,  Dresser,  and  McKee,  Inc.,  who  has  filed  the  exemption  on  behalf  of 
the  Town.  This  is  in  process.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Health  that  because 
the  primary  treatment  plant  does  function  well,  secondary  treatment  is  not  neces- 
sary. 

A  monthly  Hypertension  Clinic  has  been  conducted  for  the  senior  citizens  at 
the  Senior  Citizens  Drop- In-Center  for  the  first  Tuesday  of  each  month.  Also,  visits 
and  evaluations  to  homes  have  been  made  by  our  Public  Health  Nurse,  Mrs.  Ann 
L.  Greenbaum,  for  the  Council  on  Aging. 

School  health  at  Hi  I  lei  Academy  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Board  of  Health. 
A  total  of  106  students  received  the  department's  services,  i.e.,  vision  and  hearing 
testing,  immunizations,  keeping  of  health  records,  tuberculin  testing  and  dental 
inspections. 

The  Rabies  Clinic  was  conducted  again  this  year  in  September  and  of  the 
985  licensed  dogs,  432  dogs  were  vaccinated  against  rabies.  A  total  of  36  dog 
bites  were  reported  and  our  veterinarian,  Arthur  A.  Barry,  quarantined  and  released 
23  dogs  as  required  by  law. 

On  our  public  ways  159  dead  animals  were  picked  up  and  disposed  of  by 
our  personnel. 

The  Board  of  Health  licenses  and  inspects  four  day  care  centers  in  Swampscott, 
namely;  Temple  Beth  El  Nursery  with  55  children;  First  Church  Congregational 
Nursery,  20  children;  Ocean  Breeze  Nursery,  20  children  and  St.  John's  Nursery, 
26  children.  We  are  very  pleased  with  both  the  facilities  and  programs  of  these 
four  private  day  care  centers. 

The  Board  of  Health  was  involved  in  eating  and  drinking  establishments, 
retail  food  outlets,  milk  and  frozen  dessert  tests  and  inspections,  food  transporta- 
tion and  storage,  rodent  control,  dog  bite  quarantine  and  release,  sewerage  inspec- 
tions, septic  system  and  sewage  problems,  pollution  of  drainage  and  beaches,  water 
testing,  housing  and  heating  complaints,  swimming  pools  —  both  semi  public  and 
private,  smoke  and  noise  pollution,  rubbish  complaints,  environmental  complaints, 
dumping,  mobile  vendors  and  ice  cream  trucks,  church  fairs,  gastrointestinal  infec- 
tions and  epidemiological  investigations,  tests  of  clam  flats,  beach  studies  and 
school  inspections  which  are  some  of  the  varied  problems  and  inspections  con- 
ducted this  year. 

We  would  like  to  thank  the  various  departments,  boards,  committees  and 
citizens  whose  cooperation  was  most  appreciated.

The  Office  of  the  Authority  is  located  at  6  Duncan  Terrace  and  is  open  daily 
from  9:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.,  every  day  except  Saturday  and  Sunday.  Regular 
and  Special  meetings  are  held  as  often  as  necessary  to  carry  out  the  business  of 
the  Authority.  The  Annual  Election  of  Officers  is  held  on  the  First  Tuesday  fol- 
Jowing  the  Annual  Town  Election. 

The  Authority  was  established  in  1948  and  is  an  independent  corporation 
from  the  Town.  Four  members  are  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  Town  and  the 
fifth  member  is  appointed  by  the  Secretary,  Executive  Office  of  Communities  and 
Development  for  a  five-year  term.  The  other  four  members  are  elected  for  o 
five-year  term  with  staggered  expiration  dates  to  guarantee  a  majority  of  experi- 
enced members  to  carry  out  the  function  of  the  Authority.  All  vacancies  are  filled 
by  a  vote  of  a  joint  meeting  between  the  Authority  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
-until  the  next  Annual  Town  Election  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

Information  with  regard  to  Admission  and  Continued  Occupancy  Limits  and 
Eligibility  Requirements  for  both  types  of  low  income  housing  in  the  Town  can  be 
obtained  by  calling  the  Authority's  Office  at  593-5516. 

APPLICATION  FOR  CHAPTER  667  HOUSING 
FOR  ELDERLY/ HANDICAPPED 

Under  the  date  of  March  10,  1978,  the  Authority  submitted  together  with 
pertinent  exhibits  an  application  for  Chapter  667  Housing  for  Elderly/ Handicapped 
for  the  construction  of  Low-Rent  Housing  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  667  Acts 
of  1954  as  amended. 

On  June  6,  1978,  the  Authority  was  notified  by  the  Department  of  Com- 
munity Affairs  that  the  Department  was  unable  to  award  a  planning  grant  of 
$25,000.00  to  the  Authority  at  this  time  and  for  the  Authority  to  make  applica- 
tion again  when  new  requests  for  proposals  are  issued. 

On  September  25,  1978,  new  requests  for  proposals  were  issued  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Community  Affairs,  the  Authority  requested  the  Department  to  reconsider 
the  original  proposal  submitted  and  on  December  1,  1978,  the  Authority  was  noti- 
fied that  the  Department  had  completed  a  review  of  the  previous  application  and 
based  on  the  review  in  accordance  with  the  criteria  set  forth  in  the  request  for 
proposal  and  the  need  for  elderly  housing  in  the  community,  the  Department  was 
not  able  to  award  a  planning  grant  to  the  Authority. 

The  Authority  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  Board  of  Select- 
men, Conservation  Commission,  Planning  Board  and  the  Swampscott  Council  on 
Aging  for  their  support  on  this  proposal  for  the  elderly  of  this  community. 
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SECTION  8  EXISTING  HOUSING  PROGRAM 


On  November  14,  1978,  the  Authority  filed  with  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  an  application  under  Section  8  Housing  Assist- 
once  Payments  Program  for  10  Units  of  Elderly. 

As  of  the  date  of  this  report  the  Authority  is  waiting  for  a  determination 
by  the  Area  Office  of  HUD. 


Department  of  Civil  Defense 

RICHARD  E.  MAITLAND,  Director 

The  Swampscott  Civil  Defense  Organization  is  presently  undergoing  restruc- 
turing in  order  to  provide  the  type  of  services  needed  by  the  Town  during  an 
emergency  situation  or  disaster. 

We  are  concentrating  on  updating  our  communications  department,  shelter 
program,  heavy  duty  rescue,  and  emergency  power  and  lighting  capabilities. 

We  hope  to  obtain  military  type  vehicles  which  would  be  suitable  for  evacua- 
tion of  people  from  flooded  and/or  snowbound  areas. 

Our  Auxiliary  Police  Department  is  well  trained  and  equipped  to  handle  any 
emergency  which  might  require  their  services. 

Each  family  should  be  prepared  to  sustain  itself  for  at  least  one  week  without 
assistance  from  the  outside.  Some  basic  steps  to  follow  are: 

1.  Don't  wait  until  the  last  minute  to  seek  shelter  if  conditions  so  warrant. 

2.  Keep  at  least  one  week's  supply  of  non-perishable  food  and  beverage  on 
hand  at  all  times. 

3.  Keep  a  portable  radio,  flashlight,  and  spare  batteries  in  working  condition. 

4.  At  least  one  member  of  your  family  should  be  a  certified  first  aider. 

5.  Make  sure  that  all  members  of  your  family  know  what  to  do  during  a  disaster. 

6.  Know  where  your  local  shelter  is,  and  the  quickest  route  to  it. 

The  blizzard  of  February,  1978,  proved  to  be  a  warning  to  the  people  along 
the  coastline  of  Massachusetts;  we  were  very  fortunate  that  our  electricity  did  not 
foil  or  our  public  safety  personnel  were  not  taxed  beyond  their  limits. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  assistance  of  Forrest  E.  Mason,  Jr.  (past  CD.  Director), 
the  Civil  Defense  volunteers,  Board  of  Selectmen,  Police  and  Fire  Chiefs,  Public 
Works  Department  and  all  other  Town  officials  and  employees.

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Fire  Department 

WILLIAM  R.  HYDE,  Chief 
The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Fire  Chief  for  the  year  1978. 

During  the  year  1978,  this  department  answered  a  total  of  1,193  alarms. 
Of  these  calls  34  were  building  fires,  26  were  traffic  accidents,  65  were  medical 
aids.  The  remainder  of  these  calls  included  lockouts,  false  alarms,  mutual  aid 
runs  to  other  cities  and  towns,  electrical  fires,  chimney  fires,  oil  burners,  details 
and  etc.   We  inspected  and  issued  41  permits  for  oil  burners. 

APPARATUS 

The  Apparatus  of  this  department  is  in  excellent  condition  due  to  the  excel- 
lent maintenance  program  of  our  department  mechanic  Robert  J.  Pierro.  Our  two 
new  Maxim  pumpers  continue  to  perform  to  our  expectations.  I  will  be  seeking 
replacement  of  our  Ladder  Truck  during  fiscal  1980,  1981. 

FIRE  DRILLS  AND  INSPECTIONS 

Fire  Drills  were  conducted  at  all  schools  during  the  year  1978.  We  always 
have  fire  drills  shortly  after  school  opens,  during  Fire  Prevention  Week,  and  several 
other  times  during  the  year.  These  drills  were  conducted  in  an  orderly  and  efficient 
manner  and  credit  is  deserved  by  the  principals  and  faculty  who  supervise  these 
students.  The  Fire  Alarm  Systems  were  checked  out  by  the  Town  Electrician  and 
Deputy  Chief  prior  to  school  opening  and  all  systems  were  found  to  be  in  proper 
working  condition. 

All  mercantile,  public  and  other  buildings  under  our  control  have  been  in- 
spected according  to  law.  Inspection  of  property  is  a  valuable  branch  of  the  fire 
service,  and  we  of  the  fire  service  are  more  than  happy  to  do  our  part  in  this  most 
important  work.  Citizens  of  Swampscott  are  urged  to  contact  their  fire  department 
for  suggestions  on  fire  prevention  and  fire  safety.  The  number  to  call  is  595-4050. 
During  Fire  Prevention  Week  members  of  this  department  put  on  programs  in  all 
elementary  schools,  and  also  were  hosts  to  many  other  classes  at  both  fire  stations. 

FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM 

The  Fire  Alarm  System  is  in  very  good  condition  with  the  exception  of  some 
overhead  wiring  that  is  replaced  as  needed  by  the  electrical  inspector.  There  are 
still  some  areas  in  Town  that  are  in  need  of  fire  alarm  boxes.  This  too  will  be 
done  as  finances  are  available.  This  year  I  intend  to  take  the  Electrical  Inspector 
with  me  to  the  Finance  Committee  to  discuss  the  need  of  an  increased  budget  in 
fire  alarm  as  we  just  cannot  accomplish  the  things  that  need  doing  under  my 
present  budget.  I  feel  he  should  be  working  on  the  system  at  least  one  day  per 
week  to  assure  proper  operation  of  the  system.  A  new  underground  fire  alarm  cable 
has  been  installed  from  the  corner  of  Humphrey  and  Hemingway  to  the  junction 
of  Puritan,  Humphrey  and  Atlantic.  This  work  was  done  by  the  Town  Electrical 
Inspector  at  a  considerable  savings  to  the  Town.  He  also  installed  a  new  cable 
from  the  Police  to  the  Fire  Station.  All  Fire  Alarm  Boxes  are  tested  on  a  regular 
bosis  by  the  Deputy  Chief  and  the  Electrical  Inspector.   Anyone  not  familiar  with 
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the  operation  of  a  fire  alarm  box  in  the  case  of  emergency,  should  call  the  fire 
department  for  instruction  on  its  use.  Do  not  hesitate  to  use  the  fire  alarm  box 
for  any  type  of  emergency.    It  is  a  means  of  getting  help  immediately. 

PERSONNEL 

During  the  year  1978,  two  of  our  members  retired  from  the  department. 
Captain  Frank  G.  Williams,  Jr.,  retired  March  16,  1978,  and  Norman  C.  Whitten 
retired  on  September  23,  1978.  Captain  Williams  joined  the  department  in  July 
of  1954  and  was  appointed  a  Captain  in  October  of  1973.  Private  Whitten  was 
appointed  a  permanent  member  in  December  of  1952.  Private  Thomas  Toohey  has 
been  serving  as  a  provisional  firefighter  until  a  new  certification  list  is  sent  from 
Civil  Service  for  the  appointment  of  permanent  personnel.  Private  Kevin  Breen 
has  replaced  Private  Edward  Lotti  as  the  deportment  first  aid  instructor.  Private 
Lotti  resigned  as  instructor  due  to  other  commitments.  The  department  is  presently 
going  through  a  refresher  course  in  first  aid  and  CPR.  Private  Laurent  J.  Galante 
was  appointed  a  Captain  on  May  14,  1978. 

ATLANTIC  HAND-TUB 

The  Atlantic  Hand  Tub  attended  musters  at  the  following  locations:  West 
Newbury,  Mass.,  Pepperell,  Mass.,  Derry,  New  Hampshire,  Bath,  Maine,  and  South 
Paris,  Maine.  They  finished  third  in  the  New  England  League.  They  lost  the 
Ephram  Taylor  trophy  to  the  Gerry  5,  of  Marblehead.  The  Officers  and  members 
of  the  Atlantic  would  like  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  Town  of 
Swampscott  for  the  cooperation  shown  to  them  during  the  year  1978. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  recommend  additional  personnel  be  appointed  to  this  department. 

I  recommend  the  installation  of  additional  hydrants  in  areas  where  protection 
is  deficient. 

I  recommend  the  replacing  of  overhead  fire  alarm  wires  where  needed  through- 
out town. 

I  recommend  the  replacing  of  fire  alarm  boxes  throughout  the  town  as  needed. 

I  wish  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Finance 
Committee,  town  meeting  members,  Auxiliary  Fire  Department,  to  all  town  depart- 
ments, and  especially  to  the  Officers  and  firefighters  of  my  own  department  for 
their  splendid  cooperation  during  the  year  1978. 


Forest  Warden 

WILLIAM  R.  HYDE 
The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Forest  Warden  for  the  year  1978: 
During  the  year   1978,   this  department  issued   57  burning  permits  to  the 
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residents  of  Swampscott.  This  was  done  in  accordance  with  the  law  which  allows 
burning  during  the  period  January  15  thru  March  15.  This  burning  to  consist  of 
the  open  burning  of  products  of  open  space  land  husbandry  and  management, 
including  materials  commonly  referred  to  as  brush  including  vegetation  such  as 
tree  branches,  brush,  cane,  driftwood  and  other  forestry  debris,  but  excluding  grass, 
hay  or  leaves.  The  permit  for  such  burning  is  to  be  obtained  from  the  fire  depart- 
ment. 

Such  open  burning  shall  be  performed  in  accordance  with  the  following  require- 
ments: a)  without  causing  a  nuisance,  b)  with  smoke  minimizing  starters  if  fire 
starters  are  necessary,  c)  between  ten  o'clock  ante  meridian,  and  four  o'clock  post 
meridian,  d),  on  land  proximate  to  the  place  of  generation  of  such  products,  or 
at  such  other  place  as  may  be  designated  in  the  permit. 

Violations  shall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars  per 
day,  and  each  day's  violation  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense. 

This  statute  will  be  enforced  by  this  department  anytime  it  is  encountered. 

Any  future  changes  in  the  open  burning  law  will  be  issued  to  the  local  papers 
for  citizen  notification. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Swampscott  for  their  past  cooperation  in  this 
matter.

In  this  my  final  annual  report,  as  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  I  believe  it  is 
approoriate  to  review,  briefly,  some  of  the  major  accomplishments  and  trends 
during  my  administration  over  the  past  sixteen  years. 

During  the  mid  1960's,  it  became  apparent,  with  the  new  zoning  that  was 
enacted,  that  commercial  and  multi-family  construction  was  imminent  in  the  Vinnin 
Square  area.  I  was  instrumental,  during  that  period,  in  the  adoption,  by  Town 
Meeting,  of  a  National  Building  Code,  which  I  had  amended  to  suit  the  particular 
needs  of  the  Town.  During  the  late  1960's,  and  until  the  mid  1970's,  a  tremen- 
dous construction  boom  took  place.  This  boom  included  approximately  700  dwelling 
units,  of  the  apartment-and-condominium-type;  all  of  the  buildings  on  the  most 
northerly  side  of  Paradise  Road  at  Vinnin  Square;  as  well  as  the  Sewerage  Treat- 
ment Plant;  the  New  Shaw  High  School  and  many  other  projects  of  significant 
size,  all  over  Town.  As  construction  activity  increased,  it  became  apparent  that 
the  Town  had  not  been  fully  aware  of  the  implications  of  zoning  changes  it  enacted 
and  the  impact  they  would  have  on  the  Town.  This  realization  lead  me  to  include 
in  my  1973  annual  report:  "I  hope  and  advocate  that  no  other  land  be  rezoned  for 
commercial  usage,  including  multi-family  living  complexes,  until  Vinnin  Square  is 
completely  developed  and  governmental  and  social  experience  is  gained.  Such  a 
moratorium  I  consider  essential  to  preserve  the  character  of  the  Town,  as  we  now 
know  it."  Traffic  problems,  all  over  Town,  were  increasing  and  the  Town's  people 
became  aware  of  this  problem. 

Restrictive  zoning  and  land  protection  articles  were  enacted,  in  an  effort  to 
stem  the  construction  tide. 

In  1975  the  State  Building  Code  became  effective  and  the  administrative  and 
functional  duties  of  the  Department  multiplied  greatly.  Places  of  public  assembly, 
as  well  as  other  specified  buildings,  had  to  be  inspected  and  certified  by  the  local 
inspectors. 

Since  the  mid  1970's,  until  the  present  time,  construction  activities  have 
decreased,  but  regulations,  relating  to  Flood  Plains  and  Wetlands,  as  well  as  numer- 
ous others  aspects  of  zoning  and  building,  have  occupied  the  Department. 
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In  my  1977  annual  report,  I  made  observations,  which,  in  my  opinion,  are 
still  appropriate  for  future  consideration.    These  included: 


"I  urge  that  any  future  attempts  of  the  State  to  transfer  responsibility 
and  cost,  such  as  was  done  under  the  State  Building  Code,  particularly 
in  regard  to  places  of  public  assembly,  be  resisted  by  every  possible 
means." 

"It  would  seem  advisable  to  this  Department  that  any  Town  Board,  Com- 
mission or  others,  which  either  limits  or  restricts  the  use  of  land,  which 
it  acquires  for  public  usage,  should  be  required  to  submit  an  Environ- 
mental and  Economic  Impact  Statement." 

Finally,  in  a  paragraph  in  that  annual  report,  I  recited  my  concern,  relative 
to  the  number  of  regulations  enacted  over  the  years,  which  had  the  cumulative 
effect  of  administering  those  regulations  and  put  an  economic  burden  on  the 
citizenry  applying  to  the  various  Town  Boards  for  necessary  permits. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  have  always  considered  it  to  be  a 
privilege  and  an  honor  to  serve  as  the  Inspector  of  Buildings;  and  during  my  term, 
I  have  always  endeavored  to  administer  and  enforce  the  regulations,  within  my 
jurisdiction,  uniformly  and  practically.  I  will  remain  available  to  be  of  whatever 
service  that  I  am  able  to  render  to  the  Department,  to  insure  a  smooth  transition 
of  administrations.  I  thank  all  present  and  former  Selectmen  who  appointed  me 
and  all  public  officials  and  private  citizens  who  have  helped  me  over  the  years  to 
perform  my  duties.  A  final  word  of  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Department's 
Administrative  Assistant  who  established  a  standard  of  performance  in  the  Depart- 
ment which  will  serve  as  a  guide  to  those  who  will  follow,  for  many  years  to  come.

The  Office  hours  of  this  Department  are  8:30-11:00  a.m.  and  again  at  5:00- 
6:00  p.m.  daily,  Monday  thru  Friday.  During  these  hours,  permits  are  issued,  many 
questions  answered  and  appointments  for  inspections  made. 

Investigations  of  damaged  wiring  were  made  after  several  house  fires.  Inspec- 
tions were  made  after  the  electricians  had  replaced  damaged  wiring  and  before  it 
was  put  into  service. 

Several  re-inspections  were  made  when  work  or  materials  did  not  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Code  or  the  Bylaws  of  the  Town  of  Swamp- 
scott. 
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Workmen's  Compensation 

WARREN  JOHNSON,  Agent 

The  calendar  year  1978  has  produced  under  Workmen's  Compensation,  Chapter 
152,  68  claims,  15  of  which  were  entitled  to  weekly  salary  benefits  as  these  latter 
injuries  resulted  in  lost  time  from  employment.  Twenty-seven  (27)  injuries  were 
reported  from  the  departments  of  fire  and  police. 

Workmen's  Compensation  benefits  (Chapter  1 52)  are  provided  by  the  town, 
according  to  Commonwealth  law  for  all  employees  except  for  fire  and  police.  Only 
medical  payments  are  provided  for  these  departments. 

We  have  exceeded  budget  limits  for  Workmen's  Compensation  benefits.  This 
has  resulted  for  many  reasons.  The  law  has  provided  for  an  increase  in  weekly 
benefits,  increase  in  injuries,  lump  sum  settlements  of  two  older  cases  amounting  to 
$12,000.00  and  increased  costs  of  medical  services.  It  was  necessary  therefore,  to 
obtain  a  transfer  of  funds  from  the  finance  committee. 

The  budget  for  medical  payments  of  fire  and  police  employees  for  this  year 
remains  within  limits  of  that  amount  allowed  for  fiscal  1979. 

I  have  been  of  the  opinion  that  we  should  study  the  methods  used  for  admin- 
istration of  these  benefits.  An  article  was  inserted  in  the  warrant  for  the  1978 
regular  town  meeting,  for  this  purpose.  It  was  voted  to  establish  a  committee  during 
the  meeting.  A  report  on  its  finding  along  with  an  appropriate  recommendation 
will  be  made  at  the  next  regularly  scheduled  town  meeting. 

I  thank  all  employees  and  departments  for  their  continued  help  and  cooperation.

No  questions  about  special  needs  can  now 
be  asked,  as  formerly  under  Chapter  766,  and  the  purpose  of  the  school  census 
under  the  Board  of  Education  Regulations  is  to  find  any  children  who  are  not 
attending  school.  Such  children  do  not  appear  on  current  records  and  school  com- 
mittees must  rely  on  our  listing  to  discover  them.  This  listing  is  maintained  in  the 
School  Department  for  their  permanent  records.

As  the  result  of  the  close  race  for  School  Committee  between  the  incumbent 
Peter  R.  Beatrice,  Jr.,  and  Jack  B.  Willis,  by  three  (3)  votes,  a  recount  petition  was 
filed  on  the  tenth  day  following  the  election  with  the  Board  of  Election  Commis- 
sioners by  Mr.  Beatrice.

The  total  of  8751  reflects  an  increase  of  311  newly  registered  voters  from 
the  total  8440  for  the  town  election  in  April.  Prior  to  the  deadline  of  August  22 
for  registration  or  changing  of  party  enrollment,  approximately  271  changes  of 
enrollment  certificates  were  processed.

The  American  Party  once  again  had  only  paper  ballots  for  this  Primary.  An 
"Independent"  voter  could  choose  a  Democratic,  Republican  or  American  Party 
ballot,  but  should  a  voter  choose  an  American  ballot  he  was  informed  that  there 
were  no  candidates  listed  on  the  American  Party  ballot.  There  were  no  registered 
voters  in  the  American  Party,  neither  did  any  "Independent"  voter  ask  for  an 
American  Party  ballot.

The  year  began  with  two  major  problems,  i.e.;  the  relationship  of  the  Con- 
servation Commission  to  the  Bicycle  Bath  Committee,  and  revision  of  the  Conser- 
vation Master  Plan  which  is  required  every  five  years  in  order  for  the  Town  to  be 
eligible  for  state  aid  for  recreation  and  conservation  projects.  The  two  items  are 
intimately  connected  and  the  Recreation  Commission  cooperated  fully  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  plan.  The  Master  Plan  is  now  being  prepared  in  required  final 
form,  and  throughout  the  year  the  Commission  consulted  with  the  Bicycle  Path 
Committee.  Thus  the  year  ended  as  it  began  with  continued  effort  to  resolve  two 
complex  problems. 

In  addition  to  eight  emergency  permits  under  the  Governor's  proclamation, 
there  were   twelve   hearings   under   the   Wetlands   Protection   Act   as   the  result 
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of  the  February  blizzard.  Since  the  blizzard  was  only  a  "fifty  year"  storm,  the 
Conservation  Commission  was  made  well  aware  of  the  difficulties  of  protecting 
dwellings,  land,  and  town  facilities  which  have  been  developed  in  the  flood  prone 
areas  of  the  town. 

Seven  additional  hearings  were  held  under  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act  during 
the  year.  A  new  map  of  the  areas  subject  to  the  W.P.A.  has  been  posted  in  the 
office  of  the  Building  Inspector,  who  now  routinely  refers  all  building  permit  appli- 
cations to  the  Conservation  Commission  to  determine  if  letters  of  intent  and  hear- 
ings are  required  under  that  act.  This  has  been  advantageous  and  has  prevented 
unnecessary  delay  in  construction. 

A  sum  of  $55,000  was  received  from  the  Commonwealth  toward  the  cost  of 
the  Hastings-Ewing  tract,  and  $48,628.  for  the  court  award  on  the  Harold  King 
Forest  taking,  enabling  the  town  to  acquire  these  two  valuable  conservation  areas 
for  one-half  of  their  purchase  price.

Important  changes  and  improvement  occurred  during  1978.  To  accommodate 
increased  participation,  the  hot  lunch  site  was  moved  to  the  Masonic  Hall,  217 
Humphrey  Street,  in  early  November.  Thanks  to  the  cooperation  and  support  of 
the  Tuscan  Club,  the  elderly  are  enjoying  their  lunches  and  related  social  activities 
in  an  excellent  physical  environment.  During  the  year,  13,550  meals  were  served, 
accompanied  on  special  occasions  by  suitable  programs. 

Meals-on-Wheels  volunteers  delivered  3,800  lunches  to  individuals  confined 
to  their  homes.  This  service  is  available  on  a  temporary  basis  to  elderly  discharged 
from  hospitals  and  nursing  homes  who  have  no  family  or  other  resources  available 
locally.  This  service  is  usually  provided  for  two  or  three  weeks,  eligibility  and  need 
being  evaluated  in  terms  of  individual  circumstances  and  conditions. 

The  Council  on  Aging  continues  to  depend  upon  the  support  and  talents  of 
dedicated  volunteers.  Additional  services  needed  by  the  elderly  have  been  provided 
through  the  cooperation  of  the  Greater  Lynn  Senior  Services,  Inc. 

These  services  include  transportation  to  the  lunch  site  and  to  doctors  and 
clinics  (Mini-Bus  and  Dial-A-Ride),  homemaker,  legal,  insurance  and  fuel  assistance, 
help  with  social  security  matters,  and  other  related  needs. 

In  addition  to  the  nutrition  program,  the  Council  on  Aging  serves  as  a  referral 
agency  for  housing,  education,  social  and  health  services.    The  office  is  located  in 
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the  Town  Administration  Building,  and  our  office  hours  are  from  9:00  A,M.  to 
12:00  Noon,  Monday  through  Friday.    The  telephone  number  is  593-5600. 

The  Council  and  the  senior  citizens  wish  to  thank  all  Town  departments 
and  offices  for  constant  and  material  support,  in  particularly  the  departments  of 
Health,  Recreation,  Fire,  Police,  and  School. 

Special  recognition  goes  to  all  those  individuals  who  responded  to  the  emer- 
gency needs  of  the  elderly  during  the  blizzard.  Our  determined  volunteers  would 
not  have  gotten  through  the  mountains  of  snow  without  the  assistance  of  the 
Public  Works  personnel. 

Monsignor  John  P.  Carroll,  Pastor  of  St.  John  the  Evangelist  Church,  deserves 
our  sincere  gratitude  for  providing  an  interim  facility  for  the  hot  lunch  program 
when  the  Council  on  Aging  was  first  established.

After  being  formed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  December,  1977,  in  response 
to  the  $27.00  tax  increases  of  1976  and  1977,  the  Committee  undertook  a  survey 
of  the  financial  history  of  the  town  for  the  past  10  years.  This  was  done  by  review- 
ing cherry  sheets,  assesssor's  recap  sheets  and  appropriations  and  expenditure  recaps 
since  1967.  The  year  1967  was  chosen  as  a  base  because  it  was  the  first  year 
after  100%  revaluation  went  into  effect  in  the  town.  Some  department  heads  were 
interviewed  and  their  budgets  reviewed.  Some  Finance  Committee  budget  sessions 
were  attended. 

A  comparison  study  was  made  between  the  town  of  Swampscott  and  the  town 
of  Marblehead.  Marblehead  was  chosen  because  it  is  similar  to  our  town  in  many 
ways:  geography,  economy,  demographics,  and  is  50%  larger  in  both  area  and 
population.  From  the  comparisons  we  did  it  was  found  that:  Marblehead's  Police 
Department  salaries  budget  was  only  15%  higher  than  Swampscott's  with  30% 
more  personnel;  the  Fire  Department  had  6%  fewer  people  and  5%  lower  salary 
budget;  the  actual  tax  rate  was  38%  lower  than  ours  and  the  per  capita  tax  burden 
was  19%   lower  than  ours. 

A  comparison  between  the  years  1967  and  1977  for  the  Town  of  Swampscott 
found  that  while  the  population  had  increased  by  only  1Vi°/o  and  the  cost  of 
living  had  risesn  81.5%,  salary  expenditures  for  the  town  had  risen  180%  and 
the  tax  levy  had  risen  215%.  Salaries  had  risen  almost  IVi  times  faster  than 
the  cost  of  living. 
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This  information  was  given  in  an  interim  report  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
in  May,  1978.  The  report  also  contained  the  following  recommendations:  Depart- 
ment heads  and  Boards  should  join  in  long  range  planning  and  the  setting  of 
priorities  for  the  Town;  evaluation  of  any  new  program  or  major  expenditure  should 
be  made  with  respect  to  its  necessity,  future  costs,  the  town's  ability  to  pay,  the 
method  of  financing,  who  would  use  or  benefit  from  it,  and  any  other  regulations 
which  might  be  involved  (state  or  federal);  a  system  of  fees  should  be  initiated 
for  ambulance  service;  an  independent  analysis  of  the  town's  insurance  situation, 
excluding  group  insurance,  should  be  made  in  order  to  be  sure  that  we  are  getting 
the  best  value  for  our  insurance  dollar;  and  the  Collective  Bargaining  process  should 
immediately  be  re-evaluated  and  positive  steps  taken  to  prevent  further  abuses  of 
the  process;  future  increases  and  proposed  contract  language  changes  must 
be  tied  into  productivity  increases. 

Since  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  the  Committee  has  turned  its  attention  to 
the  problem  of  management  in  the  Town.  We  support  the  recommendations  of 
the  Charter  Commission  for  the  creation  of  the  post  of  Town  Administrator,  reduc- 
tion of  the  size  of  Town  Meeting,  and  increasing  the  size  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  5  members.  However,  the  Committee  recommends  that  if  there  is  to  be  a  5 
member  Board  of  Selectmen  that  the  members  should  be  elected  for  3  year  terms 
on  a  staggered  basis  so  that  not  all  positions  would  become  vacant  at  the  same 
time.  We  also  recommend  that,  in  order  to  make  the  position  of  Town  Administrator 
more  effective,  most  of  the  now  elected  boards  should  be  appointed.  We  support 
the  actions  of  the  School  Committee  in  its  effort  to  control  costs. 

Our  final  report  and  recommendations  will  be  made  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  May,  1979. 

We  regret  the  resignations  of  Daphne  Barron  and  David  Phillips  because  of 
pressing  business  and  thank  them  for  their  input.

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There  are  3  matters  which  received  Committee  attention  as  1978  concerns: 

J.  The  "Massachusetts  Growth  Policy  Report:  City  and  Town  Centers, 
a  Program  for  Growth"  — 

The  report  describes  a  policy  to  encourage  growth  in  already  developed  areas 
where  facilities  infrastructure  (roads,  sewer  and  water  systems,  schools,  etc.) 
and  services  (policy,  fire,  etc.)  now  exist. 

A.  Generally,  there  is  no  particular  problem  with  the  proposed  policy  if  it  can 
be  assumed  that: 

1.  It  will  be  applied  uniformly  across  the  state  to  city,  town  and  village 
centers. 

2.  It  will  not  be  used  as  a  "cover"  for  redistributing  tax  dollars  from  out- 
lying areas  to  the  larger  urban  cores  to  underwrite  the  inefficiency  and 
waste  characteristic  of  "city  politics"  since  communities  such  as  Swamp- 
scott  already  face  confiscatory  property  and  income  tax  rates  and  have 
no  excess  capacity  for  assisting  others. 

3.  It  will  not  be  used  to  limit  the  physical,  social  and  economic  mobility 
or  an  ever-increasing  number  of  options  and  free  choices  (re:  residence 
and  job  location  and  type)  which  are  basic  citizen  rights  in  a  theo- 
retically "free"  society. 

4.  It  will  not  be  used  to  compromise  private  property  rights  deemed  to  be 
basis  of  political,  social  and  economic  freedom. 

5.  It  will  be  used  to  limit  or  reduce  the  share  of  economic  resources  devoted 
to  public  sector  activities. 

6.  It  will  permit  human-scale  spatial  relationships  by  avoiding  congested, 
crowded  working,  travelling  and  living  conditions. 

B.  Specifically,  there  is  no  particular  problem  with  the  proposed  policy  if  it 
can  be  assumed  also  that: 

1.  The  Lynn-Salem-Peabody-Beverly  employment  center  —  satellite  com- 
munity complex  (ie:  "The  North  Shore")  will  receive  first  rank  state 
priority  under  the  policy. 

2.  "The  North  Shore"  will  be  considered  for  separate  SMSA  status  to  end 
the  fiction  that  there  is  no  such  region  despite  the  existence  of  all  tech- 
nically identifiable  and  valid  criteria  of  regional  identity  in  a  variety 
of  studies  and  analyses. 

3.  "North  Shore"  growth  policy  goals  and  objectives  will  receive  primary 
consideration  over  those  adopted  by  MAPC  and  OSP  if  and  when  there 
are  conflicts. 

4.  "Home  Rule"  prerogatives  of  "North  Shore"  and  other  communities 
statewide  will  be  zealously  protected  and  increased  whenever  and 
wherever  possible  to  bring  control  of  public  sector  programs  and  pro- 
gram costs  and  taxes  closer  to  the  voters. 
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II.  The  MAPC  "Plan  for  Land  Use  in  Metropolitan  Boston 


The  alternative  "futures"  proposed  by  AAAPC  for  Eastern  Massachusetts  (rather 
than  "Metro  Boston")  appear  to  provide  reasonable  policy  options  although 
the  "Policy  Matrix"  should  not  be  used  due  to  its  biased  advocacy  of  cost/ 
ineffective  public  sector  intervention. 

A.  Generally,  an  Eastern  Massachusetts  and  "North  Shore"  future  based  on 
healthy  private  sector  economic  growth  and  public  sector  program  and  cost 
limitation  and  reduction  is  acceptable. 

B.  Specifically,  Swampscott  and  other  "North  Shore"  growth  policy  goals  and 
objectives  must  be  specifically  written  into  any  future  "plan"  for  the  North 
Shore  region  or  "sub-region". 

III.  The  "Growth  Policy  Implementation  Program  for  Swampscott" 

The  SGPC  will  seek  Economy  and  Revenue  Committee  sponsorship  for  its  imple- 
mentation program  as  described  in  the  following  articles  submitted  to  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  inclusion  in  the  warrant  for  the  1978  Annual  Town 
Meeting: 

A.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Board  of  Public  Works  not  to 
extend  or  expand  at  public  expense  growth-inducing  streets,  sewers  or  water 
lines  in  generally  undeveloped  areas  except  as  required  to  serve  approved 
existing  subdivision  development  plans  as  of  12/31/77  and  to  require 
approval  of  any  plans  or  programs  for  extension  or  expansion  of  such 
utilities  to  serve  such  development  by  both  the  Planning  Board  and  the 
Conservation  Commission  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Sponsored  by  the  Swampscott  Growth  Policy  Committee 

B.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Board  of  Public  Works  and  the 
Planning  Board  to  alter  the  Town  Plan  forthwith  by  deleting,  without  excep- 
tion, all  "paper"  streets  and  layouts  of  more  than  3  lots  not  held  in  owner- 
ship separate  from  that  of  adjoining  land  and  shown  on  an  endorsed, 
recorded  or  other  plan  for  more  than  five  years  as  provided  in  Chapters 
40A  G.L.  and  808  of  1975  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Sponsored  by  the  Swampscott  Growth  Policy  Committee 

C.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Swampscott  Zoning  By-Law  by 
changing  the  minimum  lot  area  in  the  Residence  A-l  District  to  30,000 
square  feet  and  in  the  Residence  A-2  District  to  20,000  square  feet,  said 
changes  to  be  made  wherever  appropriate  in  said  Zoning  By-Law  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

D.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Swampscott  Zoning  By-Law  and 
the  Zoning  Map  by  including  Lots  1,  3  and  5  on  Plate  18  and  Lots  25,  26, 
30  and  31  on  Plate  17  of  the  Assessors'  Plans  in  the  Residence  A-l  Dis- 
trict or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Conclusion  — 

Unless  specific  new  statutory  duties  are  assigned  by  the  General  Court,  it  is 
recommended  either  that  the  Swampscott  Growth  Policy  Committee  be  dis- 
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charged  and  its  duties  assigned  to  the  Economy  and  Revenue  Committee  or 
that  it  be  continued  as  a  less  formal  group  to  advise  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  their  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  representative  on  state  and 
regional  planning  and  growth  policy  issues  which  affect  the  Town  of  Swamp- 
scott. 

As  the  initial  report  of  the  SGPC  noted: 

"The  town  is  now  all  too  familiar  with  the  consequences  to  date  of  a  failure 
to  design  and  achieve  a  desirable  future:  dense  urbanization,  high  costs  and 
taxes  and  loss  or  irreplaceable  natural  open  space." 

"The  issues  have  become  clearer  as  physical  and  fiscal  deterioration  are 
recognized  as  the  price  paid  for  allowing  and  encouraging  growth  beyond 
reasonable  densities." 

"What  one  pays  for  intensive  growth  in  uncontrollable  property  taxes  has 
become  as  conspicuous  and  painful  as  what  one  sees  in  crowding,  congestion 
and  environmental  degradation." 

"Recent  accomplishments  indicate  growing  awareness  that  the  town  cannot 
afford  the  luxury  of  relying  on  zoning  which  may  have  been  suitable  for  a 
1930's  growth  situation,  to  deal  with  congested  1970's  conditions." 


Although,  by  mid-year,  the  General  Court  had  assigned  no  specific  continuing 
statutory  role  to  Growth  Policy  Committees,  the  1978  Swampscott  Annual  Town 
Meeting  accepted  3  Committee  recommendaitons  supported  by  the  Planning  Board 
and  referred  another  to  the  Committee.  The  Town  Meeting  Actions  represent  both 
specific  and  symbolic  acceptance  of  the  Growth  Policy  and  measures  to  implement  it. 

Under  Article  51,  the  Committee  was  instructed  by  the  Town  Meeting  to 
develop  a  plan  for  future  infrastructure  investment  which  is  consistent  with  the 
Town's  Growth  Policy.  For  the  first  time,  the  Town's  "Desired  Future"  will  be 
supported  by  Capital  Investment  Policies  —  a  significant,  positive  measure  to  insure 
a  financially  and  physically  better  Swampscott. 

Under  Article  52,  the  Committee  was  instructed  by  the  Town  Meeting  to 
develop  recommendations  for  the  elimination  of  "paper"  lots  and  streets  which 
will  protect  the  property  rights  of  owners  of  1,  2  or  3  lots  and  insure  conformity 
with  the  spirit  and  the  letter  of  Chapter  808.  Again,  a  necessary  and  constructive 
step  has  been  taken  to  implement  the  Growth  Policy  Committee's  Program  for 
implementing  the  Town's  growth  policy. 

Under  Article  53,  the  Town  Meeting  adopted  the  Committee's  rezoning  recom- 
mendations regarding  minimum  residential  lot  sizes  (A-2  enlarged  from  15  to  20,000 
S.F.  and  A-l  from  20  to  30,000  S.F.)  —  another  key  measure  in  a  stable  land  use 
policy  designed  to  preserve  the  Town's  amenities  and  character. 

Under  Article  54,  the  Town  Meeting  instructed  the  Committee  to  study  the 
question  of  adding  Tedesco  and  Davenport  properties  to  the  new  30,000  S.F.  lot 
A-l  district  —  another  possible  step  for  preserving  the  high  quality  of  some  of 
the  Town's  best  remaining  land. 
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The  confidence  of  the  Town  Meeting  in  the  Growth  Policy  Committee  and 
the  endorsement  of  its  Growth  Policy  were  clearly  expressed  in  the  foregoing  actions. 
The  Committee  has  been  given  a  primary  responsibility  for  the  Town's  future.  The 
Committee  now  is  obligated  to  work  with  Town  officials  and  citizens  to  develop 
and  implement  measures  which  will  insure  attainment  of  the  policy  goals  and 
objectives.

After  this  review  is  completed,  hopefully  in  January,  1979,  after  the  docu- 
ments necessary  to  secure  final  payments  from  these  agencies  have  been  executed 
and  the  payments  are  made,  the  responsibilities  of  the  Ad  Hoc  Committee  will  have 
been  fulfilled.  If  these  events  have  taken  place  prior  thereto,  the  Chairman  will 
request  that  the  Committee  be  disbanded  at  the  1979  Annual  Town  Meeting.

Programs  sponsored  either  directly  or 
Indirectly  by  the  Commission  are:  Swampscott  Theatre  Company,  Babe  Ruth  Base- 
ball, Pop  Warner  Football,  Youth  Hockey,  Summer  Beach  and  Parks  Programs, 
Arts  &  Crafts  Programs,  Saturday  Recreation  Basketball  (Winter),  Summer  Basket- 
ball for  Boys  and  Girls,  Girls  Softball,  Winter  Elementary  Grade  Gymnastics,  Sum- 
mer Teen  Conditioning,  the  Tennis  Permit  System,  Tennis  Instruction  for  Adults 
and  Children,  the  Sailing  Program  for  Youngsters,  a  "Kiddy"  Carnival  with  Games 
and  Prizes,  and  Summer  Field  Trips  for  Participants  in  the  Playground  Program. 
This  year  we  established,  on  a  trial  basis,  and  at  no  additional  cost  to  the  town: 
Adult  Fitness  and  Conditioning  for  Women  (Summer),  and  Track  and  Road  Races 
for  Children  and  Adults  (Summer).  Both  programs  proved  to  be  successful,  and 
we  plan  to  continue  and  expand  these  activities  next  year. 

Two  of  our  goals  are:  to  make  sensible  use  of  existing  recreational  facilities, 
and  to  keep  costs  to  a  minimum.  We  are  constantly  working  toward  these  ends. 
Our  summer  staff  meets  regularly  to  learn  skills  to  up-date  and  sustain  interest 
in  our  programs.  Our  lifeguards  receive  training  in  CPR  and  first  responder  first 
aid,  making  them  well  qualified  to  supervise  our  beaches.  We  seek  communication 
and  cooperation  with  the  people  of  the  community  in  order  to  effectively  schedule 
use  and  maintenance  of  our  recreational  facilities.  The  many  demands  made  on 
parks  and  fields  by  the  growing  numbers  of  groups  has  caused  problems  we  are 
trying  to  solve. 

We  appreciate  the  help  of  so  many  people  who  have  contributed  to  our 
successes.  The  use  of  Windsor  Park  as  a  playground  is  due  to  the  neighboring 
families.  A  special  thanks  to  Jack  Willis  for  the  use  of  his  garage  as  storage  area. 
Thanks  also  to#the  Department  of  Public  Works  who  assisted  in  turning  the  garage 
at  the  Town  Hall  into  a  storage  area  for  recreation  equipment  and  supplies,  thus 
cutting  down  on  loss  and  deterioration  of  items. 

We  are  especially  grateful  to  the  Board  of  Public  Works,  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  and  their  staff  for  the  maintenance  of  equipment  and  facilities; 
the  School  Administration  for  the  use  of  their  facilities,  and  all  the  personnel 
needed  to  carry  out  our  programs.  With  the  continued  assistance  and  leadership, 
and  the  support  and  cooperation  of  the  community,  the  Recreation  Commission 
will  be  able  to  improve  and  expand  programs  in  the  coming  years.

The  following  report  covers  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31,  1978, 
while  the  proposed  Articles  to  be  acted  on  at  the  next  regular  Annual  Town  Meeting 
to  be  held  on  Monday,  April  30,  1979,  will  cover  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1, 
19779,  and  ending  June  30,  1980. 

The  Town  was  delisted  by  Moody's  Investors  Services,  Inc.,  because  of  the 
Town's  inactivity  in  the  bond  market.  However,  I  feel  that  it  would  be  preferable 
for  the  Town  to  be  rated  and  I  am  working  toward  that  end. 

We  again  managed  the  Town  working  funds  so  that  interest  income  exceeded 
Tax  Anticipation  Note  expense  by  about  $8,000.  This  is  additional  work  for  us 
because  it  requires  continuous  transfers  from  checking  to  savings  and  from  savings 
to  checking. 

We  have  also  continued  to  press  for  the  Town  to  receive  as  high  a  rate  of 
interest  income  on  idle  funds  as  possible  in  spite  of  formidable  resistance. 

We  continue  to  be  of  service  to  all  citizens,  taxpayers,  Town  Departments, 
employees,  pensioners  and  vendors.  We  also  express  our  sincere  appreciation  to 
all  who  assist  and  cooperate  with  us  in  our  work.

The  Board  of  Assessors  herewith  submit  its  Annual  Report  to  the  Citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  for  the  year  1978. 

The  past  year  has  seen  a  decrease  of  $8.10  from  the  1977  tax  rate  of  $93.70. 
This  year's  tax  rate  of  $85.60  was  due  to  an  increase  in  State  aid  over  the  previous 
year's  State  receipts. 

Statutory  exemptions  on  real  estate  which  are  mandatory  under  Chapter  59, 
General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  to  qualifying  homeowners 
continue  to  rise  and  the  present  amount  is  $137,762.00  which  represents  approxi- 
mately $1.00  on  the  tax  rate. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report,  the  Board  of  Assessors  is  waiting  for  a 
decision  from  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  on  revaluation  for  the  Town  of  Swamp- 
scott. Regardless  of  the  Court's  mandate,  the  Board  of  Assessors  feel  that  since 
the  last  time  the  Town  of  Swampscott  was  equalized  in  1966,  a  growing  amount 
of  inequities  in  assessment  valuations  are  occurring  in  our  town.  This  is  due  to 
the  difference  in  real  estate  market  conditions  that  existed  thirteen  years  ago  as 
compared  to  the  present  time  and  therefore,  we  feel  a  general  up-dating  of  all  valu- 
ations to  reflect  1979-1980  market  conditions  is  necessary. 

The  recent  voter  acceptance  of  classification  still  requires  a  revaluation  of 
all  property  at  full  and  fair  cash  value  or  100%  and  then  the  valuation  percentage 
is  applied,  and  in  order  for  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  conform  with  the  Constitu- 
ting Amendment,  we  must  up-date  our  1966  valuations  to  the  present  time  before 
we  can  apply  any  percentages. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  hopes  that  the  current  crisis  in  property  taxation  on 
the  Town  and  State  level  will  be  properly  addressed  to  by  the  Legislature  and  antici- 
pates some  measures  of  property  tax  reform  to  help  the  Town's  property  owners.

The  past  year  has  seen  some  changes  with  the  resigning  of  Timothy  J.  Davern 
due  to  the  ever  increasing  volume  of  his  private  practice,  and  the  appointment  of 
Arthur  J.  Palleschi  as  the  Assistant  Town  Counsel.  I  have  had  a  pleasant  working 
relationship  with  Tim  over  the  past  five  years  that  developed  into  a  close  personal 
relationship.  He  is  missed,  but  due  to  his  foresight,  patience,  and  understanding, 
he  has  made  his  successor  well  prepared  for  the  position. 

I  have  found  Arthur  J.  Palleschi  to  be  a  tremendous  asset  to  the  law  depart- 
ment due  to  his  past  involvement  in  town  government  and  vast  trial  experience. 
Arthur,  as  Assistant  Town  Counsel,  has  taken  the  responsibilty  for  the  majority 
of  civil  trial  actions  brought  against  the  town,  and  has  defended  the  town  in  the 
utmost  professional  manner. 


The  negotiations  between  the  Town  of  Swampscott  and  the  five  unions  repre- 
senting town  employees  lasted  for  more  than  the  entire  year  of  1978.  The  bar- 
gaining was  difficult  and  time  consuming.  The  July  1,  1977-June  30,  1978  contracts 
remained  operational  until  new  agreements  were  executed  in  January,  1979. 

The  Police,  Public  Works,  Town  Hall,  and  Library  Unions  settled  for  a  5% 
pay  increase  in  contracts  running  from  July  1,  1978  to  June  30,  1979.  A  special 
town  meeting  voted  in  favor  of  funding  the  four  collective  bargaining  agreements 
and  the  contracts  are  now  operational. 

The  bargaining  with  the  Fire  Fighters  is  proceeding  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  State  Joint  Labor  Management  Commission,  often  called  the  Dunlop  Com- 
mission. 

Bargaining  is  underway  for  July  1,  1979 -June  30,  1980  agreements.  How- 
ever, the  possibility  of  State  limitations  and  local  caps  on  expenditures  has  slowed 
negotiations.  The  need  to  reduce  expenditures  in  a  period  of  inflation  creates 
hard  and  prolonged  labor  management  collective  bargaining.

The  Zoning  By-Law  Committee  made  its  final  report  to  the  Special  Town 
Meeting  held  on  January  29,  1979.  The  committee  met  on  numerous  occasions 
to  prepare  its  final  report.  Town  Meeting  approved  the  report  as  amended  on 
the  floor.  This  report  brings  the  town  by-law  into  conformity  with  chapter  808, 
clears  up  any  inconsistencies,  and  adds  amendments  that  have  been  adopted  over 
the  years. 

On  the  question  of  cluster  zoning,  the  committee  stayed  with  its  last  year's 
decision  and  vote  of  five  (5)  affirmative  and  two  (2)  negative,  that  the  committee 
favors  in  principle  some  authorization  for  cluster  zoning,  if  appropriately  limited 
and  qualified.

Study  Committee

The  committee  was  authorized  by  Chapter  40,  Section  44A  of  the  General 
Laws  and  the  1971  Town  Meeting. 

The  committee  is  currently  looking  into  three  Resource  Recovery  Projects, 
i.e.,  the  South  Essex  Solid  Waste  Council  propose  to  use  the  present  Peabody  Sanitary 
Landfill  as  a  site  and  Combustion  Engineering  Associates  as  the  owner-operator 
of  the  Resource  Recovery  plant,  which  will  recycle  metals,  and  separate  glass  and 
aluminum;  and  produce  a  refuse  derived  fuel  Ecco  II  which  will  be  marketed.  The 
communities  would  join  a  District  which  would  oversee  the  N.E.S.W.D.  operation. 

The  second  project,  North  East  Solid  Waste  Committee,  is  a  State  sponsored, 
community  controlled,  resource  project  which  would  use  three  water  wall  incinera- 
tors to  generate  steam  to  produce  electricity  which  will  be  sold  to  the  Massachusetts 
Etectric  Company.  Steam  will  also  be  sold.  The  plant  will  be  owned  and  operated 
by  Universal  Oil  Products,  Inc.  and  will  use  land  in  North  Andover.  A  complete 
transfer  system  will  be  an  integral  part  of  this  system  with  shared  costs.  The 
communities  will  appoint  delegates  who  will  form  an  executive  committee  to  oversee 
the  project. 

The  third  project  is  the  Titan  project  which  will  use  the  existing  turbine  of 
the  United  Shoe  in  Beverly  and  by  building  a  front-end  boiler,  they  propose  to 
generate  steam  to  furnish  U.S.M.  with  steam  and  generate  electricity  for  profit. 
The  communities  would  also  adopt  permissive  legislation  and  appoint  a  delegate  to 
oversee  the  project. 

Each  description  is  an  oversimplification  of  the  projects  which  are  very  dif- 
ferent from  each  other,  and  whose  contracts  are  very  long  and  difficult.  There 
are  many  disadvantages  as  well  advantages.  Your  committee  was  successful  in 
obtaining  an  Environmental  Protection  agency  grant  whereby  a  consultant  is  now 
assisting  the  communities  to  compare  the  three  projects  to  obtain  the  best  possible 
solution  for  our  solid  waste  problems  at  the  least  cost.  The  report  is  due  April  15, 
1979.

The  1976  Annual  Town  Meeting  appointed  a  committee  to  study  the  require- 
ments for  repair  and  renovation  of  the  Phillips  Beach  (Engine  II)  Fire  House.  This 
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committee  reported  back  to  the  town  meeting  the  following  year  and  requested  an 
appropriation  of  $57,830  to  do  the  necessasry  work.  This  amount  was  turned  down. 
During  the  course  of  the  following  year,  the  committee  met  and  selected  only  the 
most  essential  structural  work,  and  with  a  new  budgget,  secured  an  appropriation 
from  the  town  meeting  of  $22,225. 

This  committee  met  and  detailed  the  necessary  work  during  the  ensuing 
months.  When  bids  were  solicited,  three  qualified  firms  submitted  bids  higher 
than  the  amount  that  had  been  budgeted;  and  therefore,  all  were  refused. 

Since  that  time  the  committee  has  met  regularly,  with  the  assistance  of  Erland 
Townsend,  a  professional  engineer,  and  resident  of  the  town  who  had  devoted 
considerable  energy  to  this  project.  Fortunately,  the  building  is  basically  sound  and 
the  past  three  years  have  created  little  visible  additional  deterioration.  The  work 
to  be  performed  this  summer,  while  not  as  complete  in  scope  as  originally  hoped 
for,  will  play  an  important  part  in  preventing  additional  deterioration  and  possible 
future  structural  damage. 

However,  construction  costs  have  escalated  by  over  10  percent  each  year 
since  1976,  when  a  question  of  repairing  this  building  was  first  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  town.  Obviously,  the  ability  of  this  committee  to  live  within  the 
budget  has  depended  upon  selecting  the  most  efficient  procedure  for  repairing 
the  most  important  items.  We  anticipate  advertising  for  bids  in  time  to  commence 
work  during  this  summer's  construction  season.
